CIVIL SERVICE DECEPTION 



Ministers Sharply Criticized 
For Deliberate Evasion of 
New Act 



Ottawa, ■ March 11.— In the House 
of Conuneha today Mr. Graham Intro- 
duced his' resolution.. in respect to the 
abolition of . level crossings on rail- 
ways in populous isentreis, under which 
the sovernment 'intends devoting J200,- 
000 par year for five years, the e.\- 
penditiiri; to bo niado under the au- 
thority- of tlio railway commission. 

In oxiJlanation of the rpHolutlon, Mr. 
Griiham stated that the problem was 
one requiring a practical solution. Mr. 
Graham did not agree tliat the cost 
should bo conllned to the railway 
companies and the municipalities, in 
drawing up his bill Jlr. Graham stated, 
he had followed the policy adopted In 
every state in the United States. Tho 
railway commission can only give 20 
per cent of the cc^t of providing any 
crossings out of the fund, and not 
more tlian $5,000 towards any one 
crossing. The board will also appor- 
tion the cost between the railways, 
tho municipalities and the fund. No 
more than three crosainga by railways 
not- yet !constructed shall be protected 
at' t^e sole' cost 'of the' railways and 
without any charge- on the^ n^unlci- 
pallty. 

T}ie bin also Includes some things 
not conneoted: \vitli. the resolution. One 
oC these Is that^lionds may be pledged 
for loans and ' then 'Sold. The courts 
in England have decided thut when 
bonds are so pledged they must b(; re- 
is.fued. 

The bill met with endorsatlon in tho 
main from the op|)OHltlon. Mr. Ilag- 
art doubted if nuinlclpalities could bo 
compelled to contribute towards tho 
cost of abolishing railway crossings. 
Mr. Lemleux thought tho limit of a 
municipality's contribution should be 
fixed. The resolution was eoncurrod 
In. 

Mr. Foster brought up the abuse 
of tho Civil Service act by the govern- 
ment. Ho alleged that Just botoro tho 
act went Into force last September the 
government made numerous appoint- 
ments, bringing in men" -from pulslde 
into tho Inside service at InoreSsed 
salaries, by which they got Into itli'e 
higher class. The ministers had evad^ 
ed the act by boosting up their oWn 
favorites. The government had ap- 
parently been afraid to trust the ro- 
claasIHcatlon to tho body It had itself 
created. The laggards and dronos 
had received equal treatment with old 
and tried servants. Tho $150 increase 
given all round was merely a brazen 
hold-up of tho clvU service vote at tho 
last election. 

Hon. Sydney Fisher defended the 
government. Ho admitted that in 29 
cases before the llrst of Sei)tember 
ho had given Increases in order to give 
these men better cl.Mssllicatlon. Ho 
spurned the accusation that there had 
been any political favoritism. Tho 
increases had been made on merit 
alone. 

:Mr. Borden accused tho government 
of committing a fraud on tho state, 
and denounced .Mr. Fisher for makin,-? 
increases and uppolntments. in order to 
cheat tho civil service commissioners. 
Ho hoped the act would be fairly ad- 
ministered in tho future. 

Mr. Pugsley thought that tho de- 
partments in acting as they had dono 
by bringing men from the outside ser- 
vice Into the inside service were only 
doing their duty by the men in raising 
their status before the act came into 
force.

In the deal, wab the -'startling fact dis- 
closed by the crowd witness, W. F. 
Bralnard, of New. Jersey, at the royal 
commission investigation^, today. ' 

Mr. Bralnard ' toldVthe "dommlssion- 
ors tluit he contracts with .Morang 
to supply the leaders, and tliat Ills 
contract Is in turn jobbed out to 
printers, lithographers and bookbind- 
ers. He swore that ho did preliminary 
work for Morang before tho contract 
was secured, without charge, but that 
ho made coninil.s.Mlons from tho paper 
dealers, printers and binders, and 
simply to.ok the place of a salesman.

MO bearing on :.thei^cbst^of the books 
to the custoihcrs. ': r -

The Land Act Amendment Act, Just 
introduced into the house by the chief 
commissioner of lands, is a measure of 
some Importance to loggers, as one of 
Its main provisions la to remove the 
present restriction wltliln which hand- 
loggers' llceiiiies are granted. At 
present they can only be obtained 
within a limited area oh the coast, 
north of Rivers Inlet, along the coast 
of one of the Queen Charlotte Islands 
group and in places along tho west 
coast of Vancouver Island. 

Hereafter hand-loggers may receive 
licenses anywhere in the province 
subject to the approval of the forest 
ranger or one of tho assistant timber 
inspectors. With the exception of In- 
dians, only persons on tho voters' list 
will bo eligible for these licenses. Tho 
object, apparently, of this clause, is to 
shut out Chinese and Japanese. 

r"urther fornialltles are also pre- 
scribed in respect to the acquirement 
of public lands by purchase. Hereaf- 
ter, after tho report of tho surveyor 
has been received, tho acceptance of 
the «urvey will be published in tho 
B. C. Gazette for sixty days, during 
which period "any persons liavlng ad- 
v'-rse claims to the lands must file 
their objections With the surveyor- 
general. 

Tho time for the renewal of lapsed 
timber license is also extended by the 
new act . The renewal foes have to be 
paid before the expiry of tho license, 
but upon payment of a flne of $25 In 
addition to the amount of the license 
fees within 30 days a renewal .could bo 
obtained. Tills period of grace lias 
been extended to three months, and 
the section is mnde retroactive as far 
liack as November 1, 1907, though in 
the case of past lap-ies tho fine is $50 
and the privilcgo must bo taken ad- 
vantage of within fiO day.s of the pass- 
In.g of the act. Of course, such re- 
newal Ik only granted where the tim- 
bi-r is still 111 tlie possession of the 
crown, niul in addition to the fine and 
the renewal fee, the fees whicli would 
have been paid had tho liplder kept 
ills license going in the-' meantime 
must be forthcoming. 

Express power Is also reserved to 
grant quarrying leases on any ];nida 
covered by -timber leaaes or ilcensoB 
on sujch .terms and .condition as to the 
lieutenant-governor in" council' •' may 
seeni advisable. , ■ ,

At. midnight, after a long sitting on 
tho Water Clauses bill, the Liberal 
wing withdrew all opposition, and the 
remaining sections of the bill were put 
through, by a unanimous committee. 
Before leaving hia place, J. A Mac- 
|donald (Rossland), leader of" the op- 
I position, said that it was of no fur- 
jther use to offer suggestion or criti- 
cism, as the government seemed de- 
termined to push the bill through as 
drafted. 

"The responfsibillty is on the govern- 
ment," replied the chief commissioner 
of lands. Thereafter tho Liberal 
benches were enijity for tho most part. 

The bill was reported coiniilete with 
amendments. 

Several interesting features v.'cro 
sliown ln last night's sitting of the le- 
gislature. .; , 9 

Mr.' Hawthornthwaito (Nanalmo) 
moved second , reading on his bill to 
extend the .frahehl6ff,to ■women,, and 
made it the occasion for a fervid ap- 
peal to tho house. He' statiad that it 
was liis aini to put the bou'se -dri re- 
cord on tlio question. 

The provincial secretary made an 
Important amendment in connection 
with a bill brought In by Mr. Williams 
(Newcastle) providing for the main- 
tenance of "first aid" facilities at in- 
dustrial establishments three miles 
dlsLnnt from a medical practitioner. 
In asking the member to lot his bill 
.stand over, Hon. Dr. Young announc- 
ed that next session he would bring in 
a comprehensive bill for the establish- 
ment of health omcers throughout tho 
province, who would conduct ambu- 
lance classes, etc. The scheme, said 
the provincial secretary, would in- 
clude charities and hospitals also. 

The comipittee on the bill respect- 
ing assignment of wages to be- earned 
In the future (Mr. McPhllllps) Mr. 
Hawthornthwaito / Nanalmo) ' - pro- 
tested against "tinkering «)vith trade 
relations." Ho said tho most sensible 
thing tho member for the Islands 
could do would bo to withdraw the bill. 
Ho moved an amendment to cut out 
tho provision for filing assignments 
with the local government agent or 
municipal clerk. 

Mr. Williams (Newcastle) said the 
bill gave coi7)oratlons an opportunity 
of discriminating In favor of certain 
business men and against otliors. Ho 
said that tho efforts of the legislature 
would bo better directed towards ob- 
taining a living wage for tho work- 
Ingmen of tho province. 

Mr. McPhllllps was surprised by tho 
attitude of tho Socialist members. Tlio 
bill, he said, was Intended to take tho 
worklngmen out of the hands of un- 
scrupulous usurers, who gave them a 
small percentage of tlie earnings in 
advance in return for an assignment 
of the whole sum. In the eastern pro- 
vinces there was a homestead pro- 
tection, and the bill aimed to give the 
worklngman in this province some 
measure of protection. He ' said that 
he could see no room for opposition 
except from the argument of the 
usurer. 

"I wish to protest," said Mr. Mc- 
Phllllps "against certain members of 
this House arrogating to themselves 
tho right to k-gislato solely for the 
worklngmen. The Con.servativo party 
has In tho past proved the friend of 
the worklngmen." 

Ur. OlUer (Delta) said that tho Do- 
minion parli.Tmenl had en.acted le.gls- 
lation against usury. Ho had Ijoen In 
British Columbl.a a long time iind ho 
did not know of a class tliut borrowed 
from the usurers for drinking and 
gambling. If It were true, it was 
time to do .away with liquor. 

Mr. Ilawthornthwiilte said that if 
tho bill bad openly stated that assign- 
ments of wages foi- the purjioso of 
drinking and gambling were forbid- 
den. It would hiive been an honest bill, 
and would have boon supported. He 
said that tlie clause requiring the con- 
sent of the wife liefore an assignment 
is valid was the only sensible one in 
tho -bill. 

Tho amendment was defeated, 17 

to 13. 

Tho proceedings at this point devel- 
oped humorous features. Mr. Mclnnls 
(Grand Forks) was on his feet, when 
the member for the Islands moved 
that the committee rise. The motion 
was being put to the vote when it was 
discovered that the member for the 
Islands had been out of order. Mr. 
Mclnnls took tho floor and rapped tho 
bill .and Its Introducer severely. 

The bill to exti-nd the franchise to 
women was moved to second reading 
by Mr. Hawtliorntliw^Jilto (Nanaimo). 

He noted that the hill had lieen 
numbered 23, and hoped this was an 
accident. He liad seen the bill re- 
ferred to in the capit;ilist jiress as ,a 
"Hardy Perennial." This was not 
true. The bill had only been intro- 
duced two or three times. His Idea 
was to put each House on record on 
tlie (luestlon, and the women of the 
province had not . yet . had an oppor- 
tunity of seeing where :the> members 
stood. 

The question had advanced ma- 
tcri.tlly in tiic last few years. At one 
thne tho man who brought In a bill 
of tho sort was a laughing stock. NoviT 
tho different countries of the;CivlUssed 
world were beginning to- extend^'the 
right to women. Even in England' the 
Llb6riEil party had decided to extend -a 
limited franchise to women. He. drew 
some, graphic pictures of the treat- 
ment extended to the women In Eng- 
land who are working for tho fran- 
chlso, and declared that men wcro 
cowardly in this matter, and Hie con- 
duct of the ."nen who opposed tiiu suf- 
fragettes In England was brutal. 



Ho stated that any basis of society 
other than one of complete equality 
was Unmoral and wrong, lie insisted 
on an economic equality and an ethi- 
cal equality. Ho said that the. ordin- 
ary man's conception, of a good Wife 
was a pleasant slave. 

Tho premier moved adjournment of 
the debate. 

Mr. Williams (Newcastle) moved 
second reading of his bill for , the pro- 
tection of workmen engaged In indus- 
trial occupations. The bill , provides 
that.every employer of labor situated 
in6re-;,tlian three miles- from the ofllcc 
ofa Wedlcal practitioner shall main- 
tain about the works at least one per- 
son possessing a certificate of Com- 
petency to render first aid to the In- 
jured, and shall also provide an am- 
bulance box. i\lr. Williams said that 
he had been asked by tho provincial 
secretary to let the bill stand over, 
as that minister was intending to 
bring In at the next session a more 
comprehensive bill covering the same 
ground. However, he would ask the 
House to pass the measure, and it 
would not interfere with tho other 
bill. 

Hon. Dr. Young said that at pres- 
ent tho government was worlcing on 
a very large scheme. If tiie present 
bill passed no machinery was pro- 
vided for examining tho men to do 
tho work. It was the Intention of the 
government to bring down a bill- that 
would not only Involve the ground 
covered by the bill, but would also 
Involve the establishment of medical 
health' -o'lncers throughout the province 
to examine t^e' school children, and 
to form arii)3ulance classes, such as 
are already In ' existence in Nanaimo. 
As head of the department with jur- 
isdiction over the public health, he 
must opposo tho bill, as ho know that 
tho machinery was not in existence to 
carry out tho bill. 

Mr. Hawthornthwalte (Nanaimo) 
explained tliat it was impossible for 
the member for Newcastle to bring in 
tho bill in tho form suggested, as it 
would be out of order. He had hoped, 
however, that the government would 
offer tho necessary amendments. 

In furtlier explanation Hon. Dr. 
Young stated that ho hoped next year 
to bring in a comprehensive measure 
dealing not only with the question at 
issue,, buj; with charities, and hospitals 
as vfe^K^'•i^'^:'i'^^^■■■^^•^•^^& ■ 'r'^ ^ ^: 

The order for the second reading of 
tho bill was discharged. 

The report oi tho Premier's amend- 
ment to the Mineral Act was adopted 
with the following amendment by Mr. 
Macdonald (Rossland); 

"The lieutenant-governor In council 
may re-instatc tho free miner in tlio 
po.s'ltion ho was in before tho default 
mentioned in sub-section (1) of sec- 
tion 4 and in secti.on 5 of the act, upon 
such terms and conditions as to him 
seem Just."

WATERWORKS BILL IS 
THROUGH COMMITTEE 



Company Asl<s For Further 
Changes Which Would In- 
crease Value of Holdings 



The "Victoria Waterworks bill passed 
through committee yesterday after- 
noon without opposition. Stuart Hen- 
derson (Yale) withdrew his opposition 
to Mr. Thomson's amendment on the 
understanding that on report lie would 
be given an opportunity to bring up 
his point of order. 

As a result of tho bill passing tho 
committee n deputation of sharelioldors 
of the Esqulnialt VV^aterworks company 
and their counsel interviewed tho pre- 
mier and tho members for Victoria. 
They appeared to bo Indignant at the 
action of tho committee and wished 
to have clianges made in the bill at tlio 
i-eport stage. It is understood that 
the two chief .amendnieiits asked for 
were that the rale of interest allowed 
on the capital investment should be 
calculated at eight instead of sl.x per 
cent, and secondly tlie dividends paid 
should not be taken into consideration 
and deducted. 

These two changes would make a 
very considerable difference in tho 
price to the city, should Victoria de- 
cide to take over the undertakings of 
the company. On the basis provided 
by the bill as amended, .the price of the 
property, taking figures obtained fromi 
the company's books, works out at. In 
round figures, $940,600. The dividends 
paid to date amount to $218,622, so' If 
this sum bo not deducted and tho rate 
of Interest be raised to eight per cent, 
the price of the enterprise would be, 
in round ligures, $1,32,8,000. This 
makes a dil'fcrenee of nearly $4 0,000, 
and is about the llgure at whicn the 
company lias been holding its under- 
taking. It is contidently expected, 
however, that tlie bill will go through 
tho House In the shape It now as- 
sumes.

Agreement 



DEMAI\IDS -ARE REJECTED 



President Lewis Objects to 
Statement. ^.Given of the 
Pfo(jeecjings 



Philadelphia, Msiroh 11.— rTho anthra- 
clto coal operators ;-met the committee 
of hard coal miners at the Reading 
terminal hero today, and llatly refused 
to grant the .men any of tho demands 
they made. At the same time they 
Iiroposed to the mine workers that tlio 
]u-cseiit agreement, wliich expires on 
March 31, be renewed for another 
term of threo years. This decision, 
while not unexpected by tho mine 
workers, came n.s a great disappoint- 
ment to them. Thomas Lewis, na- 
tional president of the United Mine 
Workers of America, declined to com- 
ment on the events of tho day, beyond 
saying that ho and ills commlttoo 
would meet to discuss tho situation. 

The mine workers will meet the op- 
erators again at two o'clock tomorrow. 
Tho final announcement made for the 
benefit of tho public of tho refusal of 
the operators to grant the demands of 
tlie men was contained in a statement 
agreed upon by both sides. It is as

"These demands' are the " same, 'as 
wore drafted in Scranton last OctOr 
ber. Tho operators declined to accede 
to the demands. The chief reason of- 
fered for tho rejection was that any" 
Increase In the cost of prddiiotlon, 
would necessitate an advance in the 
price of the coal, and th.at such an ad- 
vance was impracticable. The opera- 
tors said that wages In the anthracite 
mining Industry were already at a 
high level and could not be increased. 

"The announcement of the operators' 
position was followed by a froo dis- 
cussion of tho demands, each side 
stating its views in relation thereto. 
Tho operators declared their unwil- 
lingness to reopen tho eight hour 
question and other questions passed on 
by the antliraclte strike commission 
of 1302. They also declared them- 
.=jelve.s opposed to tho mine workor.s' 
proposition for one year. They de- 
clined to recognize., tlie United Mintf. 
Workers of Amerlca.;„»,chloflyf**n '^.thV 
ground that it was cdhtrollediby.ibltur 
minous workers. They.' said ^theyimot 
Mr. Lewis and . li la committee " as re-- 
presentatlves of . the anthracite ;.w6rlc- 
ers, and not as officers r of -(the , union. 
The operators called lip '. the ^report of 
tho strike committee to support their 
refusal to deal with the United Mine 
'Workers , of America. 

"At the end of the discussion the 
operators made tho definite proposi- 
tion to renew the present agreement- 
for a term of three years. 

"The present agroomont made in 
New York three years ago, when John 
Mitchell led the minors in tho negoti- 
ations, is identical with the award oC 
tho strike committee made in 1903, af- 
ter tho strike of 1302. Three years 
ago tho minors made numerous de- 
mands, but all wore rejected, and they 
accepted the report of the strike com- 
mittee award, which was ratified at 
the Indianai)oll3 convention." 

President Lewis was very mucli ex- 
orcised when he was shown tho state- 
ment that had been given out. Ho 
said tho arrangement with the opera- 
tors was that tho secretary of oacli 
subcommittee was to act as a pres.<3 
committee and prepare a statement for 
the public. Secretary G. A. Hartlein 
represented the minors on this com- 
mittee, and G. F. Parker, of New York,' 
acted for tlie operators. Mr. Lewis 
left the meeting before the statenjent 
was prepared, and when it was shown 
to him tonight he expressed great 
surprise that Hartlein should agree to 
such a "one-sided statement," and' de- 
clared that he wtlnted an_e*plajiatIon 
from Hartlein as to whether the atate.i 
ment given out is the one agreed! to/ :■ 
Mr. Lewis added: "The statement 
shown to me tonight as coming from 
tho joint conference is not complete, 
and is simply giving the oporator.s' 
position. Having agreed with all 
members of the conferonco that tho 
secretaries of the operators and tho 
minors representatives should act as 
a press committee, I don't feel at liber- 
ty to give out a statement as to what 
transpired today In the joint confer- 
ence, and in order not to violate con- 
ndenco I shall refrain from giving out 
a statement until tomorrow night." 

Mr. Lewis added that hereafter he 
would act as Ills own press commlttoo. 
It is bellovcd tonight that tomorrow 
will see tho end of the present con- 
ference. Tho miners' leaders say they 
would not consent to protracted ses- 
sions or waste time In fruitless dis- 
cussions. It Is expected that tho coni 
ference will bo barren of results.

Mr. Laird explained that this com- 
pany had already been Incorporated 
by the local legislature, while a simi- 
lar bill was also before tlic House of 
Commons at Ottawa. 

The dlsti.'lct in question through 
which the jiropoacd road would run 
was wholly trlbntai'y to tills city and 
anything that was done in this con- 
nection between Victoria and Harklay

The Grand Trunk Paclflc bill was 

finally passed at >^'Sterdaj- afternoon's 
sitting of the legislature. A resolu- 
tion Introduced by Iilr. Oliver (Delta) 
for the recommittal of the bill was de- 
feated by a party vote, and the bill 
waa promoted from the order paper. 

A great deal oT wor.t was got througli 
at the afternoon silting, it binnK the 
<lrm determination of the government 
to bC! ready for prorogation Saturday 
night. The i)runlng hook was used to 
some advantage yesterday, two bills 
being dcfe.-ited on second reading, and 
relegated to the scra]> heap. 

One of these was a bill lntrod\iced 
by Mr. Mclnnla (Grand Forks), the 
aim of whieli was to extend to all la- 
borers In snifllers the privileges of the 
eight hour day law. 

The other was a bill introduced by 
Mr. Ross (l'\'rnle) for a bl-weeUly 
I>ayday in business ostablishnients 
with a monthly pay roll of over $50,000. 

The Medical bill passed commlttco 
stage. The amendment to the Land 
act, the principal clause of which Is 
provision for licenses for hand-loggers, 
passed second reading. 

Medical Bill Advanced. 
The definltloi: of •'the practice of 
medicine" In sections GO and 61 wa.s 
the subject of ^■onslderallon by the 
committee of the wliole House. Dr. 
King moved an aniendmont to add to 
the defining elanse.s the following: 

"Provided always, that this section 
shall not ai>piy to the practice of 
dentistry or iiharniucy, or to the usual 
bU3lnes.y of opticians or optomotrists. 
or to vendors of dental or surgrlc'al in- 
struments, apparatus and appliances, 
or to the brdlnary profession of nurs- 
ing, chiropodists and ordinary bath at- 
tendants." 

Mr. Thomson '(Victoria)' moved the 
following amendment: 

"Or to the practice by adherents of 
any church or religious . body of the 
tenets or beliefs of such church or re- 
ligious body, without the aid or uso 
of medicine or surgical appliances." 

This amendment, was v.-itlulrawn by 
Mr. Thomson on the nnderKtandlng 
that an amendment Introduced by the 
attorney-general, cutting out the 
words "nieth.od or practice" from the 
defining clause, had covered the case. 

Tli6 bill was reported compliitcs; with 
amondmontgl' V.is 

- Labor^Legislation Dropped. 
Premier McBrldoi opposed* second 
reading of the bill introduced" by Mr. 
Mclnnls (Grand Forks) to extend the 
application of the eight hour law to 
smelter workmen In addition to the 
regular eniidoyees. He asked the 
member for Grand Forks to withdraw 
the bin until next session. The oper- 
ation of this bill would disturb tlie in- 
ternal working of llie industries effect- 
ed as well as affecting the different 
labor comnumltieG Involved. 

Mr. Macdonald (Rossland) said the 
bill went too far. He did not think 
that all smelter workmen should bo 
Included. 

Mr. Ilawthorntluvalte (Xanaimo) 
said he was unwilling to wait until 
next session because If the provincial 
(Hoctions act pussed, he himself and 
his Socialist colleagues might not be 
in the House next session, as the 
electoral lists would be in the hands 
of the attorney-general, lie declared 
that the Socialist members had never 
attempted to interfere In matters of 
trade and eommerce, but h;id confined 
ihemselves to measures for the pro- 
tection of .the life lyid limb of work- 
Ingmen. He said that the course the 
governmeflt was taklnff with regard to 
labor legislation would sooner or later 
unseat every member on the govern- 
ment side of the House. 

The motion for second reading was 
defeated, 16 .to 23. • 

Mr. McPhllllps (The Islands), op- 
posed the bill introduced by Mr. Ross 
(Fernle), and providing that Workmen 
whose wages do not exceed four dol- 
lars a day shall be paid every two 
weeks. In tile case of Industrial opera.- 
tions where the pay-rfill exceeds the 
sum of $rj0.000 jjer month. Mr. Mc- 
Phllllps said It was a d.angerous i)re- 
eedent for the legislature to establish 
If 11 passed this bill. He stated that 
to miike an arbitrary change of this 
kind would disturb trade arrange- 
ments. He described It iis "parental 
legislation," and the leKLslat\n-e should 
he slow to Interfere In contractual re- 
lations between employer and em- 
l)lo5-ee. 

.Mr. Mclnnis (Or;nul l'"orks), charged 
Mr. MePhllllps with inconsistency in 
epjiosing the bilT, when lu> himself had 
,1 on the order jiaper to jireve-nt 
the asslgmnent of w;ige,s to Ik; earned 
In the fnlvu-e, in U.self an 1 n 1 1 ■rferenci; 
in the conlr.'ictu;il relations of indi- 
viduals in the eonnnunity. The onlv 
fault he had to find with the lilll was 
that It did not go f.ar enough. 

The. motion for second reading was 
lost 17 to -'L'. 

The Assignment Bill. 
The Hou.se wont into committee on 
the bill respecting assignment of 
wages or salary to be earned in tln^ 
future (Mr. McPhilllpa). This bii! 
provides that no assignment of wages 
for a loan of les.s than $200 unless 
such asslgmnent were accepti.'d by the 
employer and aCterwai-ds filed with 
the government agent of th(> district, 
or the cli.'rk of the municipality. Tn 
the case of a nuirrled man, the writ- 
ten consent of the wife must ijo filed 
also. 

:\Ir. Oliver (Delta), wanted to know- 
Why the limit of $200 was Set. 

Mr. McPhllllps (The Islands), .said 
that the -bill was to deal with small 
transactions, and was Intendoil to pro- 
tect the massosi 

Mr. Oliver said that the hill would 
serve to make the eini)loyer respon- 
sible for the debts of his cmi)!oyees. 
He said that the Legislature; had no 
authority to Instruct the government 
agents to register these assignments. 

i\lr. nawthornthwalte (Nanalmo), 
iiald that the bill was piiternal legisla- 
tion, "grand motherly legislation," in 
fact. It would place the .em'ployee 
more ytiaa. over ut the mercy; of .-his

; • AN ADMIRABLE SUGGESTION. 

An admirable suggestion was made 
;it the Board of Traile ycstcrdny by 
-Mr. AVall.iCL'. IL was that A'IclorIa 
' shoukl iiiiUce a spoolalty of its llowors 
lit the Alasl<a- Yukon Exposition. He 
l)ropoKccl that the city should have a 
■ tent oil the Exposition grounds for tli« 
! display of llowers, and Haid that kcv- 
• ural of our best gardens would bo 
lilacccl at llie disposal of the city in 
order tliat the exlilbition should bo of 
the best possible character. He cn- 
largod upon the beauty of our swcrt 
Ijeas, and proposi'd that tlieso should 
bo sent ovor at the rate of 10,000 a day 
and be given a^vay in neat glass hold- 
ers to ladles. Ho also suggested that 
a speoial display of cactus dahlias 
should be made. He told the Board 
that for tlie product of sweet peas and 
' cactus dahlias Victoria is llrst and all 
other places on the coast nowhere. This 
; Is a very attractive suggestion. A 
f-question arises lus to whether or not 
' a building would be needed. AVe do 
not know if the Exposition authorities 
will permit the erection of tents. Pos- 
sibly a place could be found In the 
. Canadian Building for such a pur- 
, pose, but this Is a matter that can bo 
discussed with Col. Hutchison, the 
Canadian Commissioner, when he 
comes to Victoria, which will be In 
the course of a few days. In the mean- 
while it may be said of the sugges- 
tion that It is exceedingly attrnetivo 
and that the resultant advertisement to 
the city would be greater than any- 
tiiing else that could easily be devised, 
and far beyond comparison with what 
• i could be procured in any other way 
\for the same expense. The Board of 
trade <'onld not, of course, deal with 
the matter, and referred it to the Vic- 
toria branch of the Island Develop- 
.. ment League. We commend if to the 
*;'favorable consideration of that body 
[and also to the City Council when 
'•they come to consider how much 
; money they will expend this year in 
I advertising the cit y. 

THE WATER .QUESTION. 

Any attempt to mix up politics with 

the solution of the vexed (luestion of 
Victoria's water supply would be lit- 
, tie short of criminal. If ever there 
:.was a subject upon which the mem- 
' bers of the present legislature have 
(■iidciivorcd to act justly and Impar- 
tially till.-; is one. We take great 
jilcasurc In heartily commending the 
i .very able presentation of the case 
made by Mr. J. A. Mardonnld. Its 
fairness could not bi' qiicstimv.'d. But 
the Leader of the C'ppositi.on had iIk.' 
advantage which arose out of his coni- 
;'ing late Into the controversy. This 
Is not said in derogation of the at- 
titude taken by liim, which was alto- 
gether udinirablo; but is only iiien- 
, tl.oned out of fairness to tlie repres- 
entatives of the city, who have be. n 
' In the midst of the tangle for a longer 
time than It would be useful or prof- 
itable to say. There has been an hon- 
est endeavor on the part of all the 
members, who have taken an Intelli- 
gent interest in the subject, to reach 
'■ a result that would be fair to the olty 
' and Just to the Water Works com- 
, pany. We do not suppo.se iliat the 
'. company is quite satisfied. It T\as 
hardly to 'be expected that they would 
: be; yet so that they havt! been treat- 
; ed with justice they ha\ e no just 
cause (or complaint. Of the represon- 
; tatives of the city, those who ha\>; 
been most deeply concerned in this 
ir:a!ter are .Messi'S. .Meliride and 
Thomson, and the burden of the worl< 
has fallen upon the latter, who durinj,' 
(he prolonged and often irritating ne- 
i;olIatIon3 has maintained a poise and 
jiatlcnce of the most commendable 
eliaractcr. lie has been ably assisted 
by the Premier, who necessarily ^va.s 
..not in a position to give the suhj, rt 
that degree of attention that could 
bo bestowed upon It by a privalo 
nicmber. 

The (piestlon was not very difficult 
from a legal i)Oint of view, although 
a great many legal points wore raised 
i nrd debated. It was difficult frnni the 
standpoint of fair play. N'n one likes 
to see anything like repuuiiition 
.sanctioned by legislation; no one 
wants to see private jiroperty confis- 
cated. But the status of the Esqui- 
inalt Water Works conijiany and the 
' statutory rights of the city jiresonted 
a unique tangle, and It was lujcessnry 
; t o find some way of oleariiif; it np. 
i.The solution reaclied will be very ae- 
V ceptutile to liie eit>', ami WO think that

be sustained by the courts. On the 
other hand It might be found that the 
city's rights,; are such that the com- 
Iiany's franchise," als such, is worth 
very little. This at any rate was the 
view taken by the leglHlaturc and 
most people will think it reasonable. 

One of the objections made by Mr. 
HawthornthwaltQ to the Bill was that 
It Ilxed a minimum price for the 
company's undertalclng. We do not 
know that this was essential to the 
arrangement to which the legislature 
has given Us sanction, but the par- 
tio.T to the negotiations desired to 
have it included, and as the price 
was not a mere guess but the result 
of an export examination, no harm 
can possible arise from its Inclusion 
in the BUI. • . ' ; ' 



A CANADIAN AVIATOR. 



Mr. Fieldlj<g told Colonel, Hughes in 
Parliament yesterday that the govern- 
ment has called the attention of the 
Imperial aiithoritle.s to the splendid 
work done at I3addcck by that bril- 
liant young Canadian, Mr. Douglas 
McCurdy, who has achieved the con- 
finest of the air in a manner which 
lilaces him In the front rank of avia- 
tors. Victorians feel a very groat in- 
terest In the doings of Mr. McCurdy. 
because his father Is one of our best 
known citizens, and all Canadians will 
he gratilled if the Imperial govern- 
ment can Hee its way clear to taking 
U]) the young inventor and securing 
the hc-nellt of his services for his own 
country. It may be mentioned that 
the young man's experiments lui\e 
been conducted with tho financial as- 
sistance of Pr. Cii-ahain Bell, also a 
Canadian, who was obliged to look to 
the United States for a field for the 
exercise of his genius, and who had 
the honor of a place In nearly every 
one of tht^ lists sent Into the N'ew York 
Herald as containing the names of tlio 
ten most distinguished American citi- 
zens. Dr. Bell's fame ^ has therefore 
been lost to Canada, and we hope that 
it win be found possible to keep bis 
young comrade in aerial oxperlment iis 
a citizen of the British Empire, and 
that his talent may be utilized first of 
all by the country to which he yet 
owes allegiance. 

SEeTnG STRAIGHT. 

Our Eastern cont'emporarle.s are at 
last beginning to see straight on the 
Oriental question. We have already 
referred to some observations, that 
have been made by certain of 
them, and hereunder la an editorial 
from the Toronto Star: 

There are nearly 40,000 Orientals in 
British Columbia, over 17,000 of these 
being Chinese, nearly IG.OOO Japanese, 
and the balance Hindus. As the total 
population of the province Is only a 
little over 200,000. this means that 
nearly one-fifth of the whole are of 
the yellow racii'.'^. 

It Is not surprisiiiK that the whites 
of the Pacific Province view the situa- 
tion with alarm. That situation Is 
.serious enough to demand attention 
not only on the Pacific Coast but in 
all Canada. When we have constantly 
before our eyes the object lesson pre- 
sented by the Southern States as to 
what a race problem reall.v Is we shall 
be blind. Indeed, If we permit the yel- 
low menace in the West to become as 
grave as the black menace In the 
South Is now. 

We have always thought that the 
attitude of Eastern pe(>i)le on this 
(luestion arose out of a misunderstand- 
ing of it, and that when they began to 
realize what it means they would see 
the reasonableness of tho position 
taken by the people of British CoUim- 
hla. I'^ven the Prime Minister will be- 
h'in to understand better the oiilnlons 
of the peoi)le of lliis province in wlilch 
he told us he did not share. 

The Tokio correspondent of the 
London Standard devotes nearly a 
column in that fiaiier t(; the (lisciission 
of one phase of this quesMon, namely 
iiie emigration of the Japanese, and as 
tlie matter has an Intense Interest here 
we quote freely from what he aays: 

Since the stricter enforcement of 
regulations against Oriental emigra- 
tion to Canada and the United States, 
the problem of providing a convenient 
and profitable outlet for her ever-In- 
creasing population has been .seriously 
occupying the attention of Japan. 

With agrarian and Industrial possi- 
bilities at home already taxed to their 
utpiost, and every available opportun- 
ity for relief quickly seized and i;x- 
ploited, vent had to be found for the 
half million which each year adds to 
the population of the empire. Not only 
were all avenues of exit westward cut 
off, but many of the Japanese already 
llsposed of In that direction were 
evincing a desire to leave American 
and Canadian territory for the mqro 
congenial atmosphere of their home- 
land. 

Uuring the past twelve months no 
fewer than S2.'iT (jf these disi'ontented 
forluiio-si'i;kera decided that condi- 
tiKii.4 111 .lapaii Were pre'f enible to life 
abro.ul. <)f these, 3983 arrived from 
Hawaii, U),',;; ironi the United States 
proper, and '^M from Canada. The 
governnient were naturally put to the 
necessity of doing something to relievo 
the situation, but the persistent efforts 
of the autliorltlos to divert the atten- 
tion of Intending emigrants from Am- 
erica and Canada to SaJthalln, Hok- 
kaido, .Maridiurla, and Korea have, on 
the wliole, led to nothing satisfactory. 
None of these places affords the quick 
linanelal returns which alone can In- 
duce tho Japanese to leave his native 
soil. 

In this respect there Is no compari- 
son between any territory within .Ja- 
pan's own Jurisdiction and tho oppor- 
tunities offered in the West. Sakhalin 
is rcigarded by the average Japanese 
as a dreary, uninhabitable region 
wliere the Uusslans Sent convicts for 
liunlshnient, whore the virgin." forest 
has yet In he cleared before the land 
will yield its increase; a place Whofte 
only attraction is for loggers and Ilsh- 
erinen. 

The fact is tlie .Tapanese laborer is 
not attracted from home by any hoiies 
of settling iiermanently In a foreign 
country. Mis absorbing ambition i.s to 
-save a certain sum of money with the 
utmost possible exiicdition with a view 
of returning to tho country where ho 
finds mo^t^.-plcasure .and profit In 
sp.endlng it. Ho la haunted by none 




of the fears that deter the Chinese 
Imiulgrant from bringing his savingrs 
homo . to run .the "risk o^, being robbed 
of them jbyl.'.'riipaclpua'"^^^^^ The 
Japanese- wlio' can 'save .'£000, niay re- 
turn to live a life of retirement and 
ease for the rest of his days in his na- 
tive land. , I ■■ " •■ 
Being convinced as to the liopoless- 
nesH of settling the Immigration dll'- 
llculty by depending on Inducements 
held out by the regions under her own 
Control, Japan has recently been using 
the united endeavors of lier immigra- 
tion companies toward opening a neld 
of settlement In South America. Feel- 
ing herself In this respect to bo In 
much the same position as Germany, 
Japan naturally looks for possibilities 
In the same direction. Brazil and 
Chile are tho principal jwints of des- 
tination. 

It cannot be said, however, that Ja- 
pan has ns yet become assured of tlio 
success of her project. Most of the 
Japanese laborers sent to South .•\nier- 
ica during .the jiast year have been 
despatched under contract between the 
prospective employers and the imnii 
gratlon companies; and It is notice 
able that nilsundcrstaiidlngs and dllfl 
cultles as to contracts and conditions 
have tended to diminish enthusiasm in 
tills direction. 

Ah some outlet must be found for 
the overflowing iioiiulatlon, tlio Jaim- 
nise government continues to eneour- 
ago emigration to .South America, and 
to facilitate It has liberally subsidised 
a lino of steamships between Japan 
and South American ports.

The report of the last great Poor- 
law commission — that of 1S32 — con- 
demned in sweeping lerms the lavish 
syslom of parish roller to the able- 
hodled set up by the act of Elizabeth.

: a Manchester man. He (says tho Man- 
.{ Chester Guardian) was born at Long- 
islght in 1800, and in early manhood 
Vwon- the admiration of Bentham, who 
"f deslred to adopt him and dedicate lilm 
rto the Benthamite philosophy. Mr. 
Chadwlck declined this, but ho began 
to be insulted by the government on 
. tho problems of social science, and, 
being a man of groat knowledge and 
; strong will, he left a considerable mark 
■■von the characteristic Institutions of 
•'the early Victorian age, Including tho 

■ poor law. He once toid Napoleon III. 
that if, "liaving found Paris stlnltinp, 
lie would leave it sweet," he would 
rival Augustus, who found Rome a city 
of brick and left it a city of marble. 
Napoleon was much impressed, and ut 
once set up a sanitary commission. 
Mr. Chadwlck was knighted In 1SS9— 
a tardy recognition, it has been said, 
of many public services — and he end- 
ed his long life in 1890. He h:i\ mar- 
ried a Manchester lady, and a part of 
his library wsa given by his son to tho 
Manchester free library.

From Nanalmo northward extends i 
scattered settlement, but there Is : 
good deal of land suitable for-agrlcui 
tural purposes. When Union Bay i, 
.reached tho beginning of ah excop 
tlonally fine agricultural district is 
encountered. This Is usually referred 
to as Comox, but the name properly 
applies only to a part of the region 
There is. perhaps no farming land in 
North America superior to that of 
Comox and the Courtenay valley. Its 
excellence has long been known. All 
tl'.u writers on the agricultural re 
sources of tho Island, whose descrlp 
tlons wore printed ■ some forty years 
or more ago, were' eloquent in their 
praise of this remarkable district, at 
tentlon liaving been concentrated to it 
by what wore described as '■prairies" 
■.vl''lch wore land more or less open 
Mr. Sproat's estimate was that of 
.farming land there wero 50,000 acres 
there, but subsequent investigation 
and a better appreciation of the-'land: 
suitable for farming lias shown that 
this is a great underestimate. The 'host 
Information that I have been able to 
get leadi^. xne to suppose that( for 
distance of forty miles riorthwestward 
of Como»ya very -large proportion of 
the land will he-converted Into farms, 
when once the timber >as been 'out off, 
so that the change from a lumbering 
to a farming -comriiunity will bo gra- 
dual. This Is all' within the E. & N. 
Railway grant, and,^speakihg generally 
the area is about half a" million acres. 
I shall not undertake to say how much 
of it will ultimately be utilized for 
some lino of agriculture. It extends 
from the shore back to the upper wat- 
ers of Campbell river and the sources 
of the streams (lowing into Great Cen- 
tral Lake. One of the best known 
timber cruisers in the province, speak- 
ing to me of that part of the area 
which lies along the western lino of 
tho railway land, said: "It contains 
the largest and best timber in British 
Columbia, and tho soil when the trees 
have been cut away will b^ found for 
tho moat part suited ' to 'farming." 

On the West Coast. 

Not many people liave been accus- 
tomed to think of the.^V'^est Coast in 
connection with agriculture. It is 
rock-bound and wlille exceedingly at- 
tractive from the scenic point of view, 
and while giving many evidences of 
being richly mineralized, it has not 
appealed to many persons as likely to 
become of any considerable Interest 
from the standpoint of the fanner, 
and, so true is it that "agriculture Is 
the true basis of a nation's wealth,'/ 
the future of the West Coast lias al- 
ways been looked upon as problemati- 
cal for lack of any information. ?is to 
its value from this standpoint Infor- 
mation Is ..even; nqvr only : Jlmlted, for 
there are extensive areas" 'of 'AV.hIoh iiol 
investigation has been made, but there 
is one tract that has been,, ejcplored 
and surveyed, but -no ofBOiaU. •report 
concerning it has e-ver been-"c6mplled.'_ 
Only the surveyors': • field' .notiBS . are. 
available in the Land Departnient, but 
froni these it is' apparent that out of 
the ycmd vsujweyed -about. 30,000 acres 
are VijajkbiisrjEdt^ agriculture. This area 
lies '3flisl?.fertHwefsf:of?:"Barkley Sound- 
and begins at Ainlphltrlte Point on the 
south and extends to Cox Point on the 
north. Where It fronts the ocean tliere 
are Long Bay and Wreck Bay with 
their magnilicent beaches of hard 
sand. I am informed by. those who 
have examined this tract that the ar- 
able land extends further inland than 
the surveyors went, possibly nearly all 
the way to Kennedy Lake, and that it 
is perhaps no exaggeration to place 
the arable area at 100,000 acres. The 
quality of the soil has been abundantly 
demonstrated by actual cultivation. 
Connection can be made between this 
tract and Albernl by way of Kennedy 
and Sproat Lakes, on the shores of 
which there Is some arable land. At 
rVlburni we have one of the llnest ar- 
able areas In the province. It extends 
from the head of tho Canal for a long 
distance. Indeed my Information is 
that tliero is not much interruption of 
the tract between tlK^ liead of tho 
Canal and Comox Lake, which In a 
straight line Is about 25 miles. Dr. 
Brown mentions this in his report 
above referred to, and I have Indepen- 
dent information to the same effect. 
One cannot spealc too highly of the 
Albcrni valley. A recent writer in the 
Colonist li.'is described it as 25 miles 
long and 5 miles wide, and says: "The 
soli is (iiMierally a red loam underlaid 
with gravel and sand, well suited for 
fruit growin,g. The average ■dei)tli of 
tho soli is about IS inches on tlio 
higher ground, and in isolated places 
the gravel subsoil comes near the top 
with only a few Inches of soli. To- 
wards Comox there are a number of 
marshes and cranberry swamps, which 
can be comparatively easily drained." 
Thf> area already cultivated denmn- 
stratos the great value of this vallov 
for fruit growing and general farming. 
I am without any detailed information 
concerning the arable areas along the 
West Coast nortlj of Clayo^uot, al- 
though I am told of several extensive 
level tracts, which in the course of 
time will undoubtedly come into use, 
as Industries develop in the neighbor- 
hood of them. 

General Review. 
It is now possible to maltc an ap- 
proximate review of the aRrlciiltural 
capabilities of the Island, licglnnlnpr 
at Clayofiuot .Sound on thi- west coast, 
and proceeding from thence to Vic- 
toria parallel to the shore of the .Str/iit 
of Juan do Fuca; thence proceeding- 
up the ISast coast as r.-u- as Scymoui- 
Narrows, thence by way of tin: valley 
of Salmon river towards tlie nortlu rn 
end of the Island We have a belt ot 
land which ia to a very large extent 
arable. ^ From Albernl across country 
to Comox there is another area of the 
same nature, and from Muchalat 
Lake, which lies inland from Nootka 
Sound, to the NImpkish Lake is an- 
other. 1 do not wish to be understood 
as suggesting that all, the land am- 
braced within the llml'ts thus gener- 
ally described ciin be utIiizGd for 
farms, for It cannot be; but tho very 
conservative estimates to which I hnvo 
access warrant tlio general conclusion 
that tho ascertained arable area of 
Vancouver Island may bo placed at 
from 750.000 to 1,000,000 acres, besides 
a largo area availaLde for p.-iatoral 
purposes. Compare this with the total 
area of Improved l.-ind, including land 
111 crop and In pasture. In the provinces 
of Nova Scotia and Now Brunswick 
in tS71, which was ap. follows: Nova 
Rcntia, 1,()27.091 acres; New Bruns-. 
wick, 1,171,157 acres. With some 
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knowledge of the progress of agricul- 
ture in those provljiges during the last 
forty years, I venture to 'say that there 
Is nearly, if not quite, as much land 
available for agriculture and pasturage 
on Vancouver Isla!nd.;,aB'^lBl. at, present 
utilized ;in' either- '-^pf ••■?'; the' . province;} 
mentioned. When we take Into cbj)- 
sldoratlon the remarkable fertility \.6t 
Vancouver- Island, soil, the suitabiUty 
of the chnid'te;": for; . :fruit' raising and 
dairylpg and jall'-.the,',other- considera- 
tions,'. Avliich -.irih'it''W Into ac- 
couht.-rin': considering: -"this auhject, tho 
agricultural pbsslbllltles of the Island 
are" , seen to bo .very great. In the 
nature of things the development of 
this source of -prosperity will not bo 
very rapid. It will proceed Iiand in 
hand witli the development of lum- 
bering, milling and llshing, with an ad- 
ditional stimulus du(! to the growing 
markets for tlie fruits, which can bo 
produced here in such iierfectlon. It 
la not desirable that tho forest should 
bo recklessly destroyed In order that 
farms may be made, but the fact that 
so large a part of tlio surface Is suit- 
able to farming Is of ininiense import- 
ance from the transportation point of 
view, because it ensures a growing 
prosperous population for all time to 
come, even after tho liinlier and miner- 
als are exhausted, if ever such an 
ejioch need bo contemplated.

Dulvey Demands Satisfaction 
From City— Alleges Bar- 
barous Treatment 



Claiming that the l,,,cal police au- 
thorities liad no right to place liiiii un- 
der arrest on Saturday last wiieii ho 
was taken in ciiarge along with "Kid" 
Foley and lield on suspicion of liaviag 
committed a -robbery in the King's 
Head saloon, A\'llllam Archibald Dul- 
vey wants satisfaction from the clt>-. 
Dulvey has consulted counsel ami had 
retained Messrs. .Moresby and O'Reilly 
to press his cluims for compensation 
for what he claims was most bar- 
barous treatment, in that lie was 
charged with no crime nor was nnv 
offence or Information laid against 
him. In addition he was forced to have 
his photograph taken 90 that the same 
could bo placed-*In the "Rogue's Gal- 
lery," while other Indignities were 
heaped upon him by the police offlcors. 

Dulvey was' taken- in charge along 
with Folei'- and F. C. Patrick, tlu^ 
police evidently believing that ho 
knew something of the robbery of $40 
from F. C. Ilold, at the King's Head 
saloon on Saturday. Ho was not ar- 
raigned but was allowed to go. In 
their communication to the city coun- 
cil Messrs. Moresby & O'Reilly write 
as follows: 

Dear Sirs,— We have been consult- 
ed by Wllliniu Archibald Dulvey, of 
this city, with referenco to the fol- 
lowing facts: 

Mr. Dulv(^y was arrested on Satur- 
day, tlie Glh Inst., about 5.30 o'clocl< 
In the afternoon, we understand, Ijy 
City Det(-ctive George Perdue, as- 
sistod by two other oflicers of said 
city. The detective at that time in- 
formed Dulvey that he "wanted" lilm. 
Dulvey was takmi to the lock-ui 
froni the Colonial liotel, and thenco 
Into the doteetlvi! department, where 
in he was Informed by the detective 
that he knew about a certain amount 
of money which was stolen by ono 
Foley. Our client, dtinlcd that lio know 
anything about tl.\e"alleged theft and 
Was not connect^4 ^Vlth It in any way, 
and fur.ther,/gayi%.iall ,thp Information 
In his power to .the detective. .There- 
upon, notwithstanding the attestations 
and protestations ' of Dulvey, the lat- 
ter was ruthlessly if hrust Into the city 
lock-up- and^ confined' 'therein as an 
ordinary crlitilnfil ' and crook until 
Monday, the 8th Jnst, when he was 
released about 5.30 o'clock In the af- 
ternoon. And wo may point out that 
on Monday afternoon Dulvey was tak- 
en by the officers up to the photo- 
graph gallery and forced to permit his 
picture to be t.ikon so that the same 
can bo placed In the "rogues' gallery." 
Also, on his return to the lock-up from 
tlie photograph gallery, measurements 
were taken of him by tlio police of- 
ficers. 

We lieg to point out tliat our client 
considers, and wi) tiiink justly so, that 
he has been subjected to mofA bar- 
li.'irous tre.'itment. He was charged 
witli no crime nor was any offence or 
informatliin laid against liini In any 
way wiiatsoever and in our oiilnion <a 
Kil"vous harm has been done him.

The cliy Is -not 'paying^ $i;40 per yard 
for any of tho gravel that has been 
dollvored within a radius of a mile 
from the Victoria & Sidney railway 
titatlon. The contract price is $1.20 
l)er yard against $1.42 per yard last 
.year. If the gravel spccUicatlons had 
called for washed material tlie city 
would liave iilacod tliemselves in a jio- 
aitlon where they would Undoubtedly 
liave been called uijon to jiay consid- 
erably more than oven $1.42 this year. 
Company's Product 
As nothing apiiears to liave been 
said about any other gravel but ours, 
it is only a busliieiis proposition fur uh 
to endeavor to point out wliy ALouiit 
Tolinie gravel, whicli has been used by 
local builders for many years, is not 
sujjposed to be up to standard. 

Tile writer accompanied tlie city en- 
gineer uiul the sidewalk superintendent 
to inaiiuct some gravel wu luui deliv- 
ered on John street, and tho only ob- 
jection that was raised to the material 
was that amongst the gravel were a 
few dark colored sand, stones. These 
also were found In gravel which had 
been supplied by the B. .C. Sand & 
Gravel Co., and which was lying on 
the street at the time. As a matter of 
fact all bank gravel contains pebbles 
of this nature. 

■Wo might point out that for weeks 
after the B. C. Sand & Gravel Co. com- 
menced to supply gravel to tho city 
last year tlie material was not entire- 
ly sutlsfactoi'y, and wo know tiiey iiad 
fme, If not iiuu-e shipments refused 
because tile gravel was dirty and mix- 
ed with roots and other matter. Yet 
they were not harassed, but given 
time to get their plant into working 
sliape. Why, therefore, this determin- 
ed effort to prevent us from marketing 
a portion of our material, and so give 
the contract back to tlie former cun- 
tractors. If several of tho minor city 
ofllcials aro so zealous In tie- cit\'s 
Interests, why were the wagon boxes 
not measured before Mr. Haggerty 
commenced delivery under his own 
contract? Mr. "Warwick stated that 
he found the wagon In which ftlr. 
Haggerty was delivering material, un- 
der measurement. This was tho very 
flrst hour delivery commenced. Yet 
Mr. Haggerty had been delivering for 
some weeks to the city in tho same 
wagons for tho B. C. Sand and Gravel 
Co. and nothing was said. If .Mr. 
Warwick w;is correct in liis moiisure- 
ments tho city Is entitled to a rebate 
for all that was. supposed to have been 
delivered previous to tho date Mr. 
Haggerty commenced on his own con- 
tract. 

According to tho Colonist Alderman 
Fullerton states: "There seems to be 
a bond of symiiathy somewhere In this 
l)uelness, and we have got to find out 
where it comes in." We quite agree 
with Mr. Fullerton, there is a bond of 
sympathy, .but evidently . not with us, 
and we Should like. the. matter -looked 
Into. - > • •> • 

We would respectfully request your 
honorable. -body to appoint a commit- 
tee who are practical men In building 
matters to Inspect the material at 
present being delivered, and v,-o shall 
then get fair play, which Is all we ask, 
ns -we contend what material we have 
supjilied to the city on Mr. Haggerty's 
account is first-claas In every respect 
for the purposes required. 

Has 'No Animus. 

Alderman Fullerton when .the above 
conimunlcatlon had been read declared 
that he, personally,, had no animus 
against the company. He had refer- 
red to one particular job where the 
material had be.en supplied both from 
Sidney and from Mount Tolmle and It 
had not been up to tho standard. Ho 
believed that with such material it 
will reriuire from three-quarters to 
one and one-half e.xtra sacks of ce- 
ment which will luing tlie cost to the 
city eonsldoraiily over $1.40 i)er yard. 
He had not been making any effort In 
favor ,>r the B. C. Sand and Gravel 
company's product. He did not know 
anything about that company's ma- 
terial. 

Alderman Mable asked If a commit- 
tee had not been ap])olnted to go Into 
tlie (piestion of tlie gravel supply and 
.•Mderman Turner stated tli;it ho had 
been told by the city engineer tluit 
the mayor, himself, and the engineer 
liad been appointed to examine tlie 
quality of gravel being supplied. lie 
(.Mderman Turner) luui waited at the 
city liall for nearly twenty miinutes for 
till' mayor and engineer to jnit in an 
!ili]iearance but they failed to do so, 
and he refused to wait any ion,ger. 
"1 don't iiropose to wait for the maj-or 
or anyone else," declared .Aidorman 
Turner. 

b'inally the Lineham .Scott .Sand .and 
Grayel company's communication was 
referred to flie streets, bridges and 
sewers committee, as was ;iiso a 
cnmmunication from the B. C S.and 
and Gravel company whicli points out 
tliat that concern has the only modern 
plant of its Icliid in Western' Canada; 
that last yi-ar and ii)) to February 2,"j 
this yeai- the company sujipUed the 
city with material and that Ihongli 
the company's tender was not this 
year considered tlie comijany never- 
theless kept the city supplied until 
material could bo secured elsewhere; 
that Vancouver Is using the comiiany's 
material for s(dovvalk work. The 
compainy also points out that by the 
use of its material the quantity of 
cement required per yard of gravel iA 
per cent, less than when other ma- 
terial is used while better results are 
obtained. A point Is also .made that 
tho compan.v employs white labor. 

Tho question of grave! contract will 
doubtless lie threshed all over again 
at tonight's meeting of the streets 

committee. - - 

Premises Over Street Line. 
If till- f\[y lan do so it w-ill tnl<e 
Immediate steps to have the ]a-einises 
occupied l.iy I'. W. Demiister, black - 
Kinitli, .Tohiison street, moved back to 
the street line. The building inspector 
will be instructed to oxaniine the iire- 
mises and If It Is in such a eumlition 
that It van bo condemned ti.io neccs- 
sary , steps towards that end will bo 
taken. A ceniont sidewalk Is now be- 
ing laid along that portion of Johnson 
street in front Of the premises. Owing 
to till- fe.i t tha* -the 'buydlng oncuplod 
by Mr. Dempster Is 3. 1^2 feet over the 
street line thft sidowAlk- will have .to 
be ■ narrowed unless 'tlie premises ' can 
bo .mpv,ed b'ack. Mr." Dempster has 
made "a proposition to the city relative 
to moving 'jiiack, but Alderman Turner 
strenuourily objected to any outlay be- 
ing; made by tho city.

In Woman's Realm 




HERE AND THERE 



For a short time a system of mil- 
itary drill liiiH been practiced In the 
luiblic schools of Nova Scotia. It la 
now ijroposnd by the minister of mil- 
Itiii that a similar system be extend- 
eil to all the provinces ol" Canadii. 
This can only be done with the con- 
sent of oadh province as education 
is a pr.ovinclul and not a federal mut- 
ter. 

The announcement of the plan of 
the Minister of MlUtlu ha.s excited a 
great deal of comment In every prov- 
•Inco of Canada. There arc some who 
thtnlt that to instruct boys in mili- 
tary drill and to train them In the 
nse of the rifle will arouse a spirit, .of 
militarism which will Interfere with 
their usefulness as citizens. > 

These writers and apeakera do not 
believe that the day will ever conio 
when Canadians Will be forced to 
talte up arms. They say that It would 
be a monstrous and impossible tiling 
tliat there .should be wiir w!t!i a neigh- 
bor so clo.soly c.6niu!cted wltli us by 
ties of interest and frlendshii) as the 
United States and they Infer, if they 
do not state, that In any war in whlcii 
Engrland should be engaged there is 
no afbllgatlon up(in Canadians to take 
part. • 

Otliers are optimi.stic enough to 
believe that the day IM dawning wIkmi 
unlversiil peace .shiill prevail and that 
C:anaiii,inH sli.ould bend all their en- 
ersio.s to thi! tilling of their fields 
and the development of tlieir re.<!Ouroes 
ti'iistliit,' lliiit till' tinie win never 
come when they will be under tlu- 
necessity of defending their jjoMses- 
slon or of aidlUB in tlielr defence. 

"Wonii'ii would like to believe that 
tluise penjde are right. There i.'* a 
luuural .'<lirinkliiK among us from tlie 
vfi>- tliouKlit of bloodshed and a feel- 
ing that war is wrong. And yet. with 
the whole world In arms, witli wars 
and rumors of war all arouiicl us tlie 
faith of tile man or woman must lie 
very strong to suppoVt tile belief that 
Canada can become a natl.on without 
taking upon herself the responalbillty 
of self-defence. . On the other hand 
England Is showing us that if wo elect 
to remain a jiart of the empire she 
expects tliat we shall In some w:iy 
.share the Iburdena of the Empire. Even 
if we could, for a moment, (Mitertaln 
the idea tiiat union with our great 
neigliljor to the .soutli is our ultimate 
destin\-, do tlie signs of 'the time in- 
dicate that our pi^ojile will escape 
the noces.sily of pn'iiar.-itlon for war? 

It is folly to contend a.s .sunn: do, 
that the military training of tiie boys 
of the country Is not based upon tiie 
Idea that every man In the country 
should be prepared to take up arms, if 
necessary, on her behalf. It is quite 
true that the drill is an excellent 
prepar.-itiun for llfr'. It makes tiie 
body .stronger in ever\- way and teach- 
er both obedience aiui self control. Xo 
matter what tlie pupil's future career 
ma\- be .the upright carriage, the 
wide chest, the respectful manner 
learned while actpilrlng the drill will 
stand him In good stead. Tlie habits 
of prompt and ready obedience and 
of control both over himself and 
others .which an intelligent . military 
discipline Is. calculated to, form arc 
even fnor'o valuable. These' are ac- 
quired "by the hoy at school without 
any of the evils which are'"lattendant 
on the night drills when taken part 
in by lads of eighteen. 

• • * 

But when all this Is said. If i.s still 
true that If military drill beoomea 
universal in Canadian schools it Is be- 
cause our boys nmst ?be ready, if 
called upon, to play ar soldler's part; 
In the, nation. This docs not 
mean tiiat they would learn to look 
upon war as a thing to be lightly en- 
tered upon. It Is not the man who 
realizes the dangers and the hard- 
ships of war who is readiest to un- 
dertake It but rather Ignorant and 
inexperienced civilians v<^ho neither 
understand nor care to understand the 
consequences of their- rash words and 
foolish acts. ■ ^ 

Tiil.s is a matter in which the v.-o- 
men of Canada ar(» vitally interested 
and it is one on wliicii it is necessary 
that they should have a decided opin- 
ion. 

Bystander In the Toronto Weekly 
3un says; 

"In this country the movement In 
favor of female suffrage has br-eii car- 
ried on with perfect . regard for pro- 
priety, and so as In rio way to com- 
promi.se the delicacy or impair the 
dignity of the sex. In England the an- 
tics of tlie Suffragettes, the last of 
them especially have verged on Insan- 
ity, and the consequence, we are as- 
sured, is tiiat the mea.sure will not 
pas.s, tlicugii movements weak In 
theriiselve.s may do inueli by playing 
uii.'-crupulousiy on tlie l^alance of 
l)arty. 'Die :~i>x. Imwi'ver, lias liarl 
the aii\anta-c of .seeing Ijy what 
spi'chnrns uf woiuanlioinl. If. the incis- 
ure- passi-il, their .sex would be r<'i)re- 
seiited. 'I'lie Suffnigette would at 
once press to the iiolltical front, wldlo 
the real representativeH of the qnai- 
itles and alma of the six would he 
left at home. It does not appear that 
either In England or here a .statemeiu 
has been made of any specific grii'\ - 
ance under which the woman labor 
by reason of tlieir Interests being In 
the political keeping of their hus- 
band.s and brothers."

CARE OFJTHE EYES 

Harper's Bazar for March has an in- 
teresting and Instructive article on 
the "Care of . the Eyesi". In the course 
of which the writer' entiitierates soihe 
of the ways In which "people in these 
days are apt to Injure their sight. The 
extract reads: 

"Struggling 'With the possible de- 
fects or nearsightedness, far-sighted- 
ne-sa or astigniatlsni witii or without 
the best neutraliiilng glasses, it (the 
eye), i.s compelled to work under the 
worst iiossiDle conditions. Unless 
warned by jKiln or disease of the ne- 
ces.slty of care, we give little thougiit 
to eoiidltion.s that might be easily bet- 
tered. ^^■e work our eyes, tlie nio«t 
delicate iiieclianlsm in the bodj', but 
tlie one least perfectly adopted to its 
present ueed.s, with far less mercy 
tluin any other part of It. Wo cannot 
even clahii ignorance. Knowingly tout 
tlioughtie.ssl> we continue our reading 
— in the twilight, or by a flickering 
gaslight, far above our heads. In the 
iiaytime, -with no excuse whatever for 
our behavior, we face the light when 
We work, or allow the sunlight 10 
dance upon the ijages of our work. 
We lind it too much trouble to ad- 
just ourselves fjo that the light will 
come over the left shoulder, or too ex- 
pensive to cliange a ianipsliade wiilch 
we know causes a glare that is very 
bud Indeetl for our eyea. AVe leave the 
arrangement of our gas-jets and our 
electric bulbs so that each separate 
one sends Its burning rays straight 
Into the sensitive eyes of all who sit 
or stand In the room, and we.fre- 
(IiK-iuly leave uur windows unshaded 
so that the "blesHCd light" becomes a 
deadly glare, .Irritating ; and tiring to 
even the strongest eyes.- Walls are 
left white to Increase the glare or are 
I covered with large, tortuous figures 
' and lnharmonloi;s colors. We weary 
the little focussing muscles of our 
eyes by reading on trains or by watch- 
ing flying objects from the window. 
We go to moving picture siiows and 
wonder why our eyes ache and twitch 
wlien they are over. We watch bril- 
liant scenic productions wltli rajildly 
changing lights, colors, and (dfects, 
and expect to feel a n(!rvous relaxation 
afterwards when our poor eyes have 
been adapting tliemse|\-es to each 
lightning change and straining to sec 
every detail with nerves drawn tai.t 
the "entire evening. Wlien we are run 
down or worn out we deiiend upon 
our eyes to continue their work with- 
out liiterruiitlon. FA-en while the body 
reats they must still go on untiringly. 
We deprive them of sleep and think 
nothing of it, The3vor\(Jerful part is 
that tiiey should rcBpoltd Ho our un-^ 
reasonable demands as long and un- 
complainingly as they do." *" 
» t • 

When by our misfortune or wilful 
carelessness weiha-ye Injured our eyes 
wfe'-'are told that VTho best .cure for 
ejre-straln, aside from the treatment 
Of trouble!) which, may be the caus?-.of 
'it or the adoi)tiot? of appropriate 
glasses is completes rest for days or 
weeks, with soft shaded lights and 
plenty of fresh air and sleci>. A tea- 
siioonful of boracic acid dissolved in 
a pint of hot water Is the best remedy 
to aiiply. It may be used several 
times a day. Wltchhazel in water Is 
also very Hootlilng. Both the boracIc 
acid and" the witch-hazel should be 
used In eye-cups." 

Precautions that should be taken are 
tile following; 

"When one Is using the eyes for 
close work. It Js wise to change the 
focus at interyals ^d gaze off a dis- 
tance; If the distant view la of green 
mountains and fields it will be most 
restful. If the pir In the room can he 
frequently chattged ithat Will rest the 
eyes . also.. One'shoiild never use the 
eyes for study or work before break- 
fast' 6r after the strength has been 
rQduced by nervous strain. A book 
should be held about eigliteen inches 
from the eyes. The light for work 
should bo «teaa.\', and for an entire 
room diffused rather than siiott>-." 

For the Shopper. 
O; the goods sold as "all wool ' , 
there Is not one-tenth that is gonulne. 
(ienerally the main component Is cot- 
ton. 

The test for .■this Is simple. All 
that is nccesijarir Is to pull out a few 
threads and apply a UgliK-d match. 
Cotton will go off In a blaze; wcmjI 
win shrivel up. 

To distinguish pure linen from 
i-oiiiitKrfeit is I'Veji easier. '\'\n'. In- 
ti-nded bu\-er need but wet her fing- 
er and api)ly it to llu' goods. If tii.iy 
ari' iiure linen the iiKilsture will pass 
straight thruugh. the spot louche<l will 
lie soalced at oiic(> and almust Ini- 
luedlali'ly one side will hi} as wet as 
the othi-r. 

I'rauds .-ire more iiunieroiis in silk 
than ill aiiv idher fabric, luit iiere 
also tin- niatiTlal of adulteratiiHi Is 
cotton. Itii presence can readily be 
illacoveri.'d. Draw a few tlireads out. 
'J'he pieces <if cotton will sniip off 
short when pulled, while the silk will 
stretch and penult a considerable pull 
before breaking. 

'Tho boasted silk of our grand- 
mothers that "stood by Itself" Is not 
necessarily the boat. Modern Ingen- 
uity has devised means of giving tlie 
poorest article the body requisite for 
tills purpose. 

Shellac and othr-r stick substances 
mixed through the fabric will produce 
at) stiff a silk as c-ver graceil the 
wardrobe of our ancestors. Such stuff 
is quite wiirthlcKs, liowevcr, a.s it 
quickly rots.

■■J'he Hurfaco temjierature of the 
head, bonds or abdonu-ii varies from 
yt) degrees to 9;; degrees, or eveji lower, 
That of the Internal rc.'gloiis may go 
up to ioa.2 degrees, that , being the 
average heat of the blood circulating 
In th« liver and som.e other organs. 

But 98,6 degrees is called the normal 
temperature of a human being, and it 
doesn't matter whether he lives in the 
desert of Sahara or in Greenland, ac- 
cording to a writer In the Technical 
World. Awake or asleep, at work or 
Just loafing, a man's temperature re- 
mains practically at this level. 

\\'lien It varies more than tiie frac- 
tion of a degree it is because the heat 
regulating mechanism Is disarranged 
by disease or by abnormal conditions 
of some sort. Excessively high meas- 
ures of heat may be borne for several 
minutes liy an individual witiiout 
raising ills tcniiierature nmre tlian a 
fraction of a degree. Persons who 
sometimes are styled luitnaii salnm.in- 
der.s have blven exhibitions of their 
ability to stand high tempiiratures. 

'I'liore is an authentic case recorded 
of .Martiner, the s'o-called I'relich sala- 
mander — a baker by trade — who ex- 
posed himself ,to high temperatures 
from boyhood. He remained In a:i 
oven erected In the TlvoII gardens for 
fourteen minutes - when ' the tempera- 
ture in it -was 338 degrees. His pulse 
on entering -was 75 a minute, and had 
reached 130 when he came out. He 
often duplicated this performance. 

Chamounl, a celebrated Russian sa- 
lamander, who called himself "The 
Incombustible," used to go into an 
oven and stay while a leg of mutton 
was roasted there, not coming out un- 
til tiie meat was well doiu^. ][e even- 
tually lost his life in one of these pur- 
fornr.anr.-s. 

Eever Is a rise of temperature aliovc 
the normal level. This rise is seldom 
beyond lOR degrees. Mental and ner- 
vous iiilluonces may so act for a tlnio 
as to disorder tlie eontrol of the thi'r- 
motaxlc nerve centre and cause fever. 

.\t a mqetlug of the Association of 
American .Physicians in 18S.^ Dr. Ja- 
cobl, of Xow York, reported a patient 
In whom fever reached the almost in- 
credible figure of 1-48 degrees P. This 
case occurred in a hysterical flreman 
who had suffered a severe Injury -from 
a fall. • • . ' ■ 

In tho discussion which followed the 
report of this case among the members 
of the association. Dr. Welch, of Balti- 
more, referred" to a condition-^ of hy-. 
perthermy that had come to his 
knowledge in which the temperature 
was recorded at 171 degrees P. Of 
course such exceedingly high tempera- 
tures axe of 'only short duration or 
death would ensue. 

Fever is not the only disturbance 
which anay alter temperature. Cer- 
tain conditions— rcsijeclally those due 
to diseases like, tuberculosis, acute al- 
coholism, melancholia, convalescence 
from fevers, poisoning from various 
drugs and so forth — may cause tho 
bodily warmth to become subnormal. 
Injuries and surgical shocks also or- 
iginate the same effect. Starvation 
always Induces a gradual fall. 

Low temperatures are always dan- 
gerous .and unless a reaction quickly 
ensues, hy aid of relief measures, a fa- 
tal termination may be expected. The 
lowest recorded during life that may 
be ref-ardod as reliable l.s one reported 
by Duffy In which the thermometer 
registered .S-1 degrees F. Death en- 
sued tiie foliov.iiig d.-iy. 

Tho bod.\', liowever, can withstand 
extreme cold more readily than It eaa 
extreme heat, before the regulating 
i-eiitre becomes disordered; and so, 
ihatti Is not as common in cold ell- 
mati'S as sunstroke is In warm. — .Mon- 
treal Herald.

.standing by and arrangements had 
been made with a Russian company 
to salvo the steamer. News of a fa- 
tal collision at ChenUian was al.so 
brought. The Hamburg American lino 
ateamnr Ascohia collided with the 
Gorman st.orcsliip Bremen at Chlon- 
klan on Feb. 19th. The Bremen, which 
had been severel.v struck in tlie bows, 
.sank at once. Her caiitain and some 
of the crew were saved, .but most of 
the Chinese sailors were drowned. 
Tho Asconla was also damaged. 

Tho total cargo of tho Suveric con- 
sisted iof 2,000 tons, including IGS 
tons of silk. At tho outer wharf 120 
tons of general freight was landed. 
There v/ore thirteen passengers, In- 
cluding three European first class, 
Mrs. Allan and child of Bclllngham 
and W. Stew^art of Vancouver. Tho 
Chinese included Moi Kee, a promi- 
nent Portland silk merchant and his 
wife returning from Canton. After 
discharging her cargo at tho .outer 
wharf tlio steamer iiroceedcd to Se- 
attle yesterday afternoon.

News was brought by tho steamer 
Suveric which reached port yesterday 
morning that while tho two Japanese 
cruisers Soya and Aao, two captured 
Russian cruisers, which sailed on Wod- 
nesda.v, for Seattle and EBqulmalt, 
from where they will return direct to 
the Orient after their visit to Seattle 
lor thi; Alaska-Yukon E.^jiosition, Ja- 
pan WHS preparing to receive tho first 
rtuaslan warships to reach ,Jai)aii slnci: 
the war. They are the iCorletz and 
Gilyali, new vessels named alter tlie 
two of the same name sunk during tho 
war and had come from RnssirL to be 
follov,-ed shortly by the new cruiser 
Klvoutcii, and the battlc8hli)S Pavi-I 
HI., of 17,000 tons; U;:lbuti, and an- 
other battleship of the same tonnage, 
were to follow at the end of this year 
to rehabilitate Russia's far eastern 
.squadron lo.st during the war. 101a- 
borato prepar.'itlnns \mnQ being made 
to re(!elve the Russian warships. 

A .lai)anese naval authority inter- 
viewed by the iMalnlchl l)eni|)o says tlii!

Ho said the . Etoverriment was adopt- 
ing one position with ordinary indi- 
viduals and another with corpora- 
tions.^ . • ; 

He said that a bill, ot this kind 
should first bo ' suhmltted to a small 
eonimiltei! and tiiken up clause by 
clauso until It was In shape to be 
I Introduced In to the house.

An 
act could be • fram'ftd ^.that; •vyrould 
be simpler than the present one 
and would go much f.nrther towards 
settling tho matter. The bill Inslateil on 
clahns 'oelng settlei| by the full board 
It would take yearij for this hoard to 
complete the round. Provision should 
bo .made for , the various members going 
about first and taking up at least tho 
micontested claims, leaving the con- 
tested claims for the f till board. Tho 
hill as dratted would not . advance the 
bualnesH one ioto. 

At midnight, as tho contested sec- 
tions wore being nished through, Mr.
